The sanitary condition of the City 
it ia pleasing to know, excited tho atton- 
tion of the GriMid Jury, whosp proBont- 
nien't will bo" read with knon _satiMfaction. 
"Wo boliovo tOiftt the existcuco of small- 
pox iu this City for so long a period is 
due to tlio oniployinent of what wo may 
liot inaptly call uiinfttiiral means for ita 
dissominutiou. ]5ut apart from those thero 
has been groat apathy bLowu by those 
whoHo duty it is to, protect their fellow 
citizens against tbia most loathsome of oil 
disoiises. When oitizons voluntarily ac- 
cept positions of responsibility and trust, 
it bopouiestboir boundeu duty to fill tlioso 
positions to tbe bebt of their ability. Tho 
^diotmient of the men who, it in chargod, 
f6ir"tho purpose of procuring sternly em- 
ploy ment aa ucsthoase nurses at 35 and 
§7 50 per day, have been engaged in 
spreatUiig tho discaso among Indiana and 
■whitey, in a Hto]) in tlio right direction. If 
thoir guilt bo broxight home, the scoun- 
drels should bo brn^ed immediately; al- 
though wo fear that as there is no law for 
the inlliction of the extreme punishment, 
• Eociety will liavis to content itself with 
a lighter pouulty. But to roach the 
root of the evil the Grand Jury should 
have indicted the Mayor and Council. 
They have neglected their sworn duty 
and richly deserve line and imprisonment 
for tho deaths, uiihappiuess and misery 
theyhave brought upou many hoiiso- 
}01ds. yiiio are rcspousiblo for tho tilthy 
state of tiie streets? The Mfiyor and Coun- 
cil. Who are responsible for tho ohokod- 
»ip gutters and unsavory drains? Tho 
Mnvor and Council. Who licensed tho 
dauce houses? Tho Mayor and Council.

Editor Colonist:— Having had tho 
good fortune to witness two epidemics of 
small-pox in England and to have observ- 
ed the measures adopted for the stamp- 
ing out of the disease, which, in one town 
I resided in, during tho year 1871 were 
very successful, I trust you will favor mo 
with room for a few romiuks on tbe epi- 
demic DOW all'eeliiig Victoria. 

Tho city should be in my opinion divid- 
ed into districts, each of wlii(di should be 
assigned to tho charge of a medical oflioer 
assisted by an inspector of nuisances. A 
house-to-house visilation should bo at 
once commenced. Any ])orsons found to 
bo sulToring f roni the lii^e ise, no matter 
in what stago, should bo at onco isolated 
and ti-ea(od in a sp'.'cial hospital to be 
constructed iu some plai'o beyond tho 
precincts of the town. All articles of 
olothiog or bedding: worn or used by the 
patient should be disinfected by boiling 
in carbolized water, or by being exposetl 
to a high temperaturo; in default of this 
they should be burmnl. Afterwards tho 
infected house shoulil be thoroughly dis- 
infected by means of elilorino, iodine, 
nitrous or siilphurouH fumes, all out- 
builJings whitowasliod and any privies, 
drains, or cesspools disinfected. 

Inlantilo vaccination should bocompul- 
sorily adopted and every maans taken to 
induct) tho adult population to bo re-vac- 
cinated. 

Those who have witnessed and observ- 
ed tho beiieticial ellecta of ro-vacciuation 
in large liodies of men and ia public 
schools can vouch for the good results 
arising from tho xirooess. 

No refuse matter should be permitted 
to remain about houses or in tho streets, 
(duiig-hoaps I no'iee are not niiconimoii 
in crowded portions of your (.ity) but 
should be carted away and if lu^oessary 
Jiroperly disinfected. 

I hear the Indians are being sent away 
from the cit^', but I wotild ask whether 
any preoantions have been taken to pre- 
vent them from corrying tho disease to 
other ijortions of tin: Isbind ? 

It may be hiiid, the.so measures are too 
costly; but there is a dangerous f neniy to 
grapnle with which may end iu the Island 
being (luarantiued for an indetinito time, 
and buaiues!) people woubl soon find out 
how trade would suffer under such condi- 
tions.
